But to leaue all ſuch abſurd lies,to the wiſdomes

Thetrutheis, ad 
ably ixdoche c appere, that thcy were not only in- 
vented , to make them moſte odious, that menc 
you leaſt euill: buralſo to blynde and bleare, the 
eycs of the people , by purting into there h: adcs, 
the fearcs of Gave miſerics , tro the end they 
{ hould the letie behold, there owne preſent cala- 
myties,and thoſethar by cheirimprouident praCti- 
ſes are fure ro enſue, albeit racy neuer had neece 
to feare auy forraine enimy : bur to leade dryue 


anddilpolc of you , as of bruro beaſts, wichoure 
{oulcs 
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ſoules, ſence, or vnderſtanding : where & to what, 
. themiclues like and allowe , ever prouyding to 
keepe you in ignorance , and principally of that, 
which moſte concerneth your owne comon wel- 
fare: as amonge others 1c plainely appeereth,in the 
prohibiting vnder great paine, & deuiling of othes 
of ailociatign , that none mayonce moue, or call 
in queſtion to knowe, who 1s to ſuccede their 
Queene, after her deathe : as thonghe it were 
treaton to lay {he 1 hould die, oran infuffterable 
crymeto knowethat, whereof they mighte receaue 
comforte, of continuing their owne quyet, after 
herdeccale. And as thoughe they deſyred all fe- 
Iicity to end with them , not caring What confu- 
ſion , ciuill Jiſcention , and bloud{hedd , mighte 
afterward fall amonge the Engliſhe , by the 
Englif he themſclues. A reſolution doubtleſle 
moſtc indurable,and vnchriſtian:vnnarurall is thar 
father , thatthcoughe inordinate auarice, leauerh 
his family ro fall to all diſcorde and diſcention. But 
1mpious 15 thar prince, that in preſeruing diſorde- 
red pleaſure, leaueth the people in ſuch poſſbilitie 
to be killed, inthe confuſion of ſo many com- 
peritours. 

But lcrt vs looke into leſſe matters then theaſe, 
and (ee whether they deny nor, the very privileges 
of reaſonable creatures , prohibiting by publyke 
4a «ppp vn , that none may onceal ke or en- 
quyre , how thinges do ordinarily paſſe in the 
world abrode, Neither to demaunde, heare, read, 
orwrire, any newes of any marter whatſocuer, be 
rtcue or vntrue: yea ſcarſly of that , which rou- 
cheth mens priuate negoriati6s. The only reſtray- 


ning of which free ſpeech , is of it ſelf a very 
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euydent and ſufficient ſigne, of a Tyrannous eſtate, 
and a matk:ble {uſpition, of ſiniſter dealing. By 
this brydle you are rayned and broughte, ro all 
beaſtly & ſlavif he {cruytude, withoure any know- 
ledge or confideration, either of reaſon, cauſe, or 
conicyence, of that wherein bothe your bodies and 
ſoules are employcd : and fomuch of your ſubſtan- 
contributed, which to the menaginge of theale yn- 
uſt quarrels have bin ſo great and ſo grieuous, 
that it hathc exceeded all the former ſublidies and 
exactios, that any.ſeauen of your princes predeceſl- 
ours, hauc had of their ſubiects, ro make theirlavy- 
full warres. You pay, whart they pleaſero demaiide, 
you beare what they liſt ro lay vppon you , you 
| are madeto ſay and ſoothe, ro whatſoener they 
will, be it neuerſo falſe, fonde, and vnlykely : you 
are preſſed, compelled , vnpaicd, clapre vnder har- 
ches, and carved you knowe not where, nor to 
what end, & when ſuch of you asarelefte aliue,do 
returne home againe (yf nor caryed (lick throughe 
the (treats of London by whole carte loades, in 
the Lord of Leceſtcr his Trophee ) you ſee how 
you are rewarded , and how your credittand con- 
dition is encreaſed, by that it was afore. 

You arecutt of trom all crade and trafique, with 
the moſe ritche, and opulent countries aboute 
you, retaining no hopeof any ourward comodirie, 
other then can be gotten by robbery and piracie. 
The proſperitie whereof you fynde ſuch, that you 
ſeeyour ſelues no whitt thereby dif burdened, of 
any yourencreaſing ({ublidies, and exactions. 

This great miſery and dayly deſolation , dothe 
more and more make , your Gentlemen bare , and 
your Merchants banckrupte , it conſumeth the 
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Comons, and continually waſteth the wealth of rhe 


| Realme : As wifemendo fee , thonghe they dare 


not fay it, andall mendo fy ade, choughe they do 
not ſec it. It would excecde the compalle of 2a 
ferter , ro Jav open vnto you cuery important 
aftliction , but that [ hall nor ncede, for EXPETIENCE 
will teach you ro de{cernc them, each day more 
then other , and vou { hall firehier fecle the {marr, 
bctore vou frnde >the remedy. 

Wo woorthe the caulcrs of vour glamities, 
dy for their owne private ambirious deſire to 

ule, haverun on, mn all deſperate and dangerous 
TT ufocuc: and haue lattly by v .olence, 
drayyne yppon their owne heades .that Which net- 
therthefelues, nor the whole Realing can vphold. 

Where are now thole infallible groundes, thir 
your great Machiauelift , laide downe at the bc- 
gining, when he ſo boldly preſumed to alter 1cli- 
£10n, and to begin his new Goſpell, with an cxtra- 
ordinary gonernement , wholc Rn: tO CON- 
rinew the Republique, vere according to the dt- 
rection of the vnholy Ghoſte, in the determyninge 
of religion. 

The firſt w as, toeſtabliſ he their eflate, by main- 
tayning cbellions of the ſubiccts of France, Flaun- 
ders, and Scotlande. 

Thar failing, the fecond was, by the credit that 


they had in the lowe Countries , to give and.

abroade. And beeing goucrned by a woman, your 
caſe multe be the more capable of pittie , (ceing 
men naturally are giuen, to compaſſionate that 
ſexe.

any place oute of England , were it neuer fo farr 
weltward , nqrneuer ſomuch invalue, it {hould 
be reckned very righte and lawfull purchaſe. And 
they ſhould be ſo farr from the danger of han- 
Fiunw £1n2 , that they ſhould be rewarded with the 
Preig,&c. dignity of knyghthoode. 

Touching the finne of Leachety, I canlitle ſay, 
other then by heare ſay. And that is, it was neuer 
more comon in the country, nor of more creditt in

Which conſiſteth 
not,as Plato the heathen Philoſopher faith, inthe 
circuytc and limmits of a certaine Period : -bac In 
the pleaſure, of the*Celeſtiall Soucraigne. Thole 
hauing their beeing moſteaſſured,and durable,thar 

are founded on religion, and juſtice. 

All plants faith our ſauiour , that my heauenly 
| Father LE not planted, Hhalbe plucked vp by the 
_ Footes, Allremporall gouernments throughoute 
the world, notwithſtading all worldly wit, power, 
and practiſes, wharſocuer : haue and do duly, fo 
alcerand change, thatfeyve or none can be founde, 
to haue continued: any long courſe of tyme, in one 
orderand rule. Only the Catholique Churche of 
Chriſte , depending vpon the direction of the 
holy Ghoſte , hathe ſtill remayned in one fame 
faithcand vidble Monarchie,almotlte t1xteene hun- 
dreth yeares.

The Realme of England , hathe in other tymes, 
bin as often ſubicct ro chaunge, as other countries 
in the workd : bur more comonly carying there- 
with, the blood of the beſt nobility : what grear 
effuſion of blood, enſued the coronarion of Kynge 
Henry the fourthe , at what tyme, thediwiſfion of 

Thil.ds C- the rwo houſes of Tortke , and Lancaſter , began: 

me whichlaſted thelyves and reignes,of three Kynges 
following., and was not wholy extyncte, vnrill | 
the tyme of Kyng*- Henry the ſeauenth . During 
which tyme, there died in diners bartailes,f kir- 
mil hes, and executions, foure {core , of the blood 
Royall : and the very floywre of the Nobility of 
England , with infynite other valiant perſonages, ' 
deſydes ſundry Lords and gentlemen , conſumed 
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in priſons at home,or enforced abroade in baniſh- 
ment, miſcrably ro end the reſt of their dayes. In 
this great confulion , cach patty as they preuailed, 
condemned the other fortraitors : thatin the end , 
all the whole nobilitic and pcople, were on the one 
and the other (yde,ſo taken and vicd. Since which 
ty me, cuen of late, in our owne age and memory, 
we haue fſeene {undry chaunges ; amonge all 
whach,our Lord delt moſte mercitully,yvhen moſte 
daunger wasfeared: at what tyme, lohn Dudley 
Duke of Northumberland, hauing maryed the Lady 
Jane to one of his ſonnes , and proclaymed them 
Kynge and Queene , thereby to exclude and cutof 
the righte of Queene Mary, and pretence of Eliza- 
beth, it pleaſed the deuyne prouydece lo to difpole, 
that with-out battaile or bloud( hed of the peo- 
ple,the punil hment only exteded,to the princapaill 
parties, and ſome fewe acceflaries them(clues, 

Thus may ſundry examples of your owne 
changes {hewe you, thae alterations are no nevve 


thinges: bur that they are bothe comon and gene- _ 


rall. Neithercan any beſo {encelctle ( althoughe 
{uche great iniquity had neuer bin comitted) as to 
think yourc(tate were cucr ſtable, or that no new 
gouernment , did not cuer bringe at the leaſt, the 
change of many mens particuler eſtates. 

Bur the caſe bceing novy (ſuch as it is , thar his 
Catholique Maielty , is not only highly inturied, 
and continually vrged : bur the whole repole and 
quyct of Chriſtendome ſo diſturbed, that either his
